m onetary m echanism and best suited to m ake possible a free flow of the 


world’s trad e.’ ’

100,000 residents. 
The automobile m ortality rate of 
Pennsylvania had been 24.9 in 1930, 
falling slightly to the 24 8 in 1931. 
Ohio’s rate w’as 29 in 1931 and 29.9 
in 1930. 
Of the states, seventeen are cred­ 
ited with higher automobile death 
rates in 1931 th an Pennsylvania.

— A “butter 
war” has broken out between Ger­ 
many, Holland and Denmark over 
j the import restrictions passed by the 
German government. 
Retaliatory 
measures 
taken 
by 
Holland and Denmark for the bufc- 
| ter contingents introduced by the 
German government have tremen­ 
dously cut down German exports to 
these countries with the result that 
exporters here are violently demand- 
| ing repeal of the import restriction 
policy. 
In line with the autarchic prin­ 
ciples sponsored by the Nationalist 
and Fascist parties that Germany 
must by all means strive to become 
a self-supporting country, the late 
Bruening government put the Ger­ 
man butter import on a contingent 
| basis, whereby only a very limited 
amount of butter was to be imported 
; at normal tariffs, while increased 
rates were levied on imports in ex- 
! cess of the quota. 
The idea of this 
movement was to oblige Germans 
| to eat German butter and drink milk 
from German cows, instead of for­ 
eign dairy products. 
Thirteen countries, all of which 
had 
concluded 
trade 
agreements 
with Germany, were allotted an- 
j nua! imports of 5.000 tons each at 
the moderate tariff of $12.50 a ton. 
While 
the 
quota 
system 
favored 
: countries like Poland, Latvia, Lffch- 
j uania and Esthonia. which never 
| exported that amount of butter to 
; Germany and which are of no prac- 
j tical importance to Germany’s in­ 
dustrial export, Holland and Den­ 
mark felt badly hurt. 
Import of 
Dutch butter dropped from 6,251 
tons during the first four months of 
last year to 2,775 tons during the 
same period 1932. 
i 
The natural result of the German 
procedure was that both Holland 
and Denmark which took about 14 
per cent of the total German export 
trade in 1930, shunted their orders 
to England and elsewhere. 
Thus, 
the German export to Denmark is 
now 75 per cent lower than in 1930, 
Exports to Holland decreased 50 per 
cent. 
Industrial circles in Germany are 
hopeful of persuading the new von 
Pa pen cabinet to replace the abso­ 
lute contingent system by propor­ 
tionate contingents based on the but­ 
ter imported last year by the re­ 
spective countries.

irate the tax collector since he has 
prepared two lists; a list of persons 
whom he thinks the 1931 taxes can j 
be collected from; and a list, w ith: 
a total sum of over $10,000 to be ex- j 
oivrated. 
The board cannot turn 
in their complete report to the state j 
departm ent until the tax collector 
accounts for the tax in the first list.

what prompted the new flight into 
the heavens. 
“My husband.” she said, “was not 
satisfied wuth the results of his last 
flight into the stratosphere, espec­ 
ially his failure to measure the cos­ 
mic rays properly, since atmospheric 
conditions 
w e r e 
unsatisfactory. 
Therefore, he wanted to try again.” 
I expressed natural 
amazement 
th at a woman who had devoted her 
life to bringing into the world three 
daughters and two sons and raising 
them with motherly care, should be 
able to discourse clearly on science. 
Helped By Wife 
“We collaborate as much as pos­ 
sible,” she said 
in 
explanation. 
“But of course I am not so well 
versed In scientific m atters as he, 
and so he has to explain his work, 
which he always does in 
simple 
terms for my benefit. 
“He tells me of his ambitions and 
hopes with great rare and I love to 
listen to him and try to understand. 
I have great interest in his life w’ork. 
He even tries to explain his work to 
the childre n doing so by means of 
comparisons and designs drawn on 
paper. 
The kiddies love to have 
him tell about what h 
is working 
on.” 
Mme, Piccard revealed her hus­ 
band as a very hum an man as w?ell 
as a pioneer in the field of science. 
“He is probably similar in many 
respects to other 
husbands,” 
she 
said, “but I possibly unlike some 
other wives, am anxious for him to 
bring home his classroom problems 
and discuss the ambitions of his 
life.” 
Should Sacrifice 
To my question as to whether the 
provider of a home is justified in 
risking his life for science. Mme. 
Piccard answered without hesita­ 
tion. 
“Yes,” she said. “I certainly think 
that a scientist 
should 
sacrifice 
everything for his work. 
We both 
believe that a scientist should con­ 
sider his science before everything, 
even his own life. 
“The wife of a scientist would fail 
in her duty if she was incapable of 
understanding th at she must sac­ 
rifice her personal feelings as well 
as the sacred sentiments of 
her 
family.” 
“Is it a great sacrifice for you?” 
I asked. 
“Yes, certainly it is,” she replied. 
"Because after the first attempt, he 
promised me he would never do it 


again, but when he found this ven­ 
ture was not sufficiently conclusive 
he was disappointed both as a man 
| and a scientist he could not bear

that

man 
might go on with his w?ork, which 
he felt was not complete. 
Seek New Honors 
*So we talked

I should be made for his science and 
for his honor, so I consented to al­ 
low him again to tem pt fate. 
“But he also convinced me th at 
this trial is so carefully prepared 
that there Is a minimum of risk. I 
don't feel the same anguish I did 
before. 
I now believe he can com­ 
plete his work and I want to show 
proof that I am a real 
scientist’s 
wife, th at 1 place my love for science 
and truth above everything—even 
above ourselves.
